Alvah Me Stafford, % De» NeY.C., author of "Handbook of Physiotherapy" written 
especially for chiropodists, sayse4Morton's Neuralgia, in which there are well 
defined reflex symptoms as a result of mechanical pressure, especially in those 
of neurotic temperament, is frequently benefited by the use of positive galvanisme 
Acute neuritis, especially that localizod, as in plantar ncuritis, at times re- 
quires positive galvanismes.The fibrositic changes in chronic neuritis call for 
the softening action of negative galvanism. Chronic Bursitis..»eoffers a field 
for negative galvanic ionization of iodine...The softening action of the cathode 
combined with the alterative effect of the iodine upon the superficial fibrosity 
is bound to result in its absorption. Pornio (chilblain and frostbite) and Trench 
foot where the vessels are fibrosods, aro well treated with negative galvanisme

by both clinical and experimental evidence that the slow sinusoidal current fur- 
nished a stimulus of long duration and slowly surging quality. Smooth muscles and 
skeletal muscles im the stage of flaccid pvaralysis respond to such.a stimulus while 
they cannot be rtlgutatod by the normal quick forms of électrical stimulation. 


"The slow sinusoidal current is, therefore, tho main standby in the treatment of 
paralysis with tho involvement of tho lowor motor neurons such as poripheral nerve 
injuries and infantile paralysis, in the stage when the @ is no voluntary power of 
contraction and no response to the faradic type of stim . For exercising 
weak muscles without organic nerve involvement this curre! not so pleasantly 
tolerated and not 80 effective as the surging currents of more rapid frequency.
